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Fireworks show set for Tuesday, July 3 


The Sixth Annual Fireworks Celebration, 
held by the Albany/Clinton County Chamber of 
Commerce is set this year for Tuesday, July 3, 2012 
at the fairgrounds around 9 p.m. 

Unlike other years in the past, this year will be 
held the day before Independence Day, due to the 
holiday falling in the middle of the work week, 
which this year is on Wednesday. 

Newly elected Chamber President, J.W. Collins, 
said he expects a large crowd again this year. 

“We are going to have music from six until 
nine p.m.,” Collins said. “The goal is to provide 
a good atmosphere, and a good, safe place for the 
community to come to view fireworks.” 


As in the past, people from all around come into 
Albany on the Fourth of July to view the fireworks 
show. The show can be visible from many areas, 
but it is recommended to come to the fairgrounds 
to get the best view available. 

“The purpose of the fireworks is two-fold. 
One, to give vacationers who are on the lake in 
our area a place to go view fireworks during the 
holiday season and that drives tourism,” Collins 
said. “Two, the fireworks are sponsored by a lot of 
the local businesses who feel like giving back to 
the local patrons and to the community for doing 
business at their locations.” 

Not only does the chamber want to impress the 


local community, it also wants tourists visiting 
the area to have a good time and celebrate 
Independence Day together with the local crowd. 

“Who goes to the lake and doesn’t want to go on 
Fourth of July weekend ... no one hardly,” Collins 
said. “This is a good opportunity for us to have a 
fireworks show and get those folks to come off the 
lakes and into our town and view the fireworks 
and shop, get gas, and they may find out they like 
Clinton County and Albany.” 

The Chamber of Commerce is dedicated to the 
development of business in the community and is 
also responsible for promoting Clinton County to 
attract tourists and potential employers in order to 


boost the economy. 

“It’s going to be comparable to what we’ve 
done before,” Collins said. “The main reason we 
are doing it on the third is because Wednesday 
is a church night. The singers who will be at the 
fairgrounds before the fireworks show are mainly 
gospel singers so, many of those people will go to 
church on Wednesday night.” 

Performing Tuesday night will be “Joyful 
Hearts” and the “Vance Brown Family.” 

“Those are two local groups, so they should put 
on a good musical selection for the crowd,” he said.

Troxel pleads to 
reduced charge, Dyer 
seeks change of venue 

A Clinton County man who was originally charged with murder 
faces 16 years in jail on two charges, following a plea of guilty to a 
lesser charge last Monday, June 18 in Clinton Circuit Court. 

Anthony D. Troxel, at a pretrial conference last week, entered a 
plea of guilty to a lesser charge of manslaughter-2nd degree in con¬ 
nection with the shooting death of James Thomas Dyer, II, 31, of 
Albany, in an incident that occurred on the night of July 30, 2011 in 
the Seventy Six Community of Clinton County. 

Dyer died as the result of injuries sustained from a single shot 
wound from a .20 gauge shotgun in an incident that occurred around 
10:30 p.m. July 30 of last year. According to authorities, the victim 
and Troxel, then age 35, had been involved in an altercation prior to 
the shooting. 

A Clinton County Grand Jury indicted Troxel on a charge of mur-

Clinton man dies 
in Pickett wreck 

A Clinton County man was killed and two other Albany residents 
injured in a one-vehicle fatality crash that occurred in neighboring 
Pickett County, Tennessee near Byrdstown early Sunday night, June 
24. 

According to a press release from Public Information Officer 
Dayla J. Qualls with the Tennessee Department of Safety and Home¬ 
land Security, Robert “Dale” Rains, age 52, of Albany, died from in¬ 
juries suffered as a result of the wreck that occurred at approximately 
8 p.m. Sunday night on Lick Creek Road in Pickett County. 

According to the report, Rains was the driver of a 1996 Plymouth 
Neon, which was traveling west on Lick Creek Road. While negoti¬ 
ating a curve, the driver lost control of the vehicle, which overturned 
and went off the roadway on the left side and struck a rock bluff. 

Two passengers in Rains’ vehicle, 51-year-old Brian Kaminski 
and 43-year-old Maria Kaminski, also both listed as being from Al-

Fiscal court meeting 
includes another 
closed door session 

Clinton Fiscal Court held a lengthy regular meeting last Thursday 
evening, June 21 with all five of the current members present. The 
one-hour and 40-minute meeting also included another session deal¬ 
ing with personnel/possible litigation and lasted approximately 35 
minutes. 

The court first voted to pay claims and bills, approved the month¬ 
ly treasurer’s report and end of the fiscal year fund transfers prior to 
opening various road material bids. 

Two bidders, Gaddie Shamrock and Albany Quarry, submitted 
on various grades of stone and gravel and on a recommendation by 
Judge Executive Lyle Huff, the court voted, on a motion by magis¬ 
trate Mickey Riddle, to split the bids equally between the two local 
companies as needed and only use certified grade stone as needed for 
certain projects that specify such. 

Gaddie-Shamrock was the only bidder on chip and seal and hot 
mix and Albany Building Center was the sole bidder on tile and cul¬ 
verts, with the court approving each of the lone bids on those ma-

Sixteen die on Kentucky roadways 


Preliminary statistics* indi¬ 
cate that eleven people died in 
eleven separate crashes on Ken¬ 
tucky roadways from Monday, 
June 18, through Sunday, June 
24, 2012. 

Nine of the fatalities involved 
motor vehicles and five victims 
were not wearing seat belts. Sin¬ 
gle-fatality crashes occurred in 
Caldwell, Madison, McCracken 
(2), Taylor, Trimble and Whitley 
counties. One double-fatality 
motor vehicle crash occurred in 
Oldham County and the victims 
were teenagers. 

There were five motorcycle 
involved fatalities that occurred 
in Edmonson, Jefferson, Lyon, 
Nelson and Scott counties. 

There were two pedestrian in¬ 
volved fatalities that occurred in 
Boone and Pike counties. 

Through June 24, 2012, pre¬ 
liminary statistics* indicate that 
353 people have lost their lives 
on Kentucky roadways during 
2012. This is 46 more fatalities 
than reported for the same time 
period in 2011. 

There have been 287 mo¬ 
tor vehicle fatalities and 163 of 
those victims were not wearing 
seat belts. Thirty-three of those 
crashes involved a commercial 


motor vehicle. Thirty-six crashes 
involved a motorcycle and nine¬ 
teen victims were not wearing 
helmets. Three crashes involved 
an ATV and two victims were 
not wearing helmets. Twenty- 
six crashes involved a pedes¬ 
trian and one involved a bicycle. 
Fifty-eight deaths have resulted 
from crashes involving the sus¬ 
pected use of alcohol. 

Citizens can contribute to 
highway safety by reporting er¬ 
ratic drivers to the Kentucky 
State Police toll-free at 1-800- 
222-5555. Callers will remain 
anonymous and should give a de¬ 
scription of the vehicle, location, 
direction of travel and license 
number if possible. 

*These statistics are still pre¬ 
liminary as KSP waits for all 
local law enforcement agencies 
throughout the state to report 
any crashes and fatalities that 
may have occurred in their ar¬ 
eas. Crash data for this report 
is generated from the Kentucky 
Fatality Analysis Reporting Sys¬ 
tem (FARS).

The Clinton County Grand 
Jury convened last Monday, June 
18 in regular session, handing 
down indictments naming four 
individuals, most with multiple 
count charges. 

The following true bills were 
handed down in open Circuit 
Court last Monday: 

* The alleged offenses of 
manufacturing methamphet- 
amine, distribution of a meth pre¬ 
cursor, possession of a firearm by 
a convicted felon and persistent 
felony offender (three counts) 
against Robert G. Hurt, when on 
or about April 21, the defendant 
possessed two or more chemi¬ 


cals or items of equipment used 
in the manufacture of metham- 
phetamine, sold, transferred, etc. 
any drug product or combination 
used as a precursor, possessed, 
manufactured or transported sev¬ 
eral firearms when he had been 
convicted of a felony and com¬ 
mitted the offenses after hav¬ 
ing been found guilty of a prior 
felony offense within the last five 
years. 

* The alleged offenses of 
disorderly conduct, wanton 
endangerment-first degree, and 
persistent felony offender-first 
degree, against Jeremy Adam 
York, when on or about April 16,

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the defendant became very disor¬ 
derly and disruptive while in the 
ER at Clinton County Hospital, 
wantonly engaged in conduct 
when he accelerated his vehicle 
in the direction of and nearly 
striking Dr. Carol Peddicord, and 
committed the offense of wanton 
endangerment after having been 
stood convicted of a prior felony 
offense within the past five years. 

* The alleged offenses of 
burglary-third degree and theft 
by unlawful taking or disposition 
against Kenney Willis, when on 
or about May 20, the defendant 
entered or remained unlawfully 
in the building belonging to Shir¬ 
ley Hall with the intent to com¬ 
mit a crime and took control over 
a Ryobi weedeater and Homelite 
chain saw, the moveable proper¬ 
ty of Hall, said property having a 
value of less than $500. 

* The alleged offense of cus¬ 
todial interference (two counts) 
against Aimee Andre, when on 
or about May 11, she took or en¬ 
ticed a female minor and a male 
minor out of the State of Ken¬ 
tucky, without the permission of 
their guardians. 

(Editor’s Note: An indictment 
is a statement of probable cause 
to believe an offense has been 
committed and further court 
proceedings are warranted. Indi¬ 
viduals named in an indictment 
are presumed innocent unless 
proven guilty in court.) 


ceiving a check for $8,565 from 
the Kentucky Association of 
Counties (KACo). 

The check represents a divi¬ 
dend payment to the County 
from the KACo Worker’s Com¬ 
pensation Fund, which provides 
Worker’s compensation insur¬ 
ance coverage to county govern¬ 
ments and other political subdi¬ 
visions across Kentucky. KACo 
insures 113 of Kentucky’s 120 
counties through the Worker’s 
Compensation Fund. Clinton 
County also received, in 2010, 
a dividend payment of $9,324 
from the KACo All Lines Fund 


and liability insurance. Since 
2010, as a member of the KACo 
insurance programs, the Clinton 
County Fiscal Court has received 
$17,889 in dividend payments.

Edelen releases Audit of Clinton County Sheriffs Office 


State Auditor Adam Edelen 
has released the audit of the 2011 
financial statement of Clinton 
County Sheriff Ricky Riddle. 
State law requires the auditor to 
annually audit the accounts of 
each county sheriff. In compli¬ 
ance with this law, the auditor 
issues two sheriff’s reports each 
year: one reporting on the audit 
of the sheriff’s tax account and 
the other reporting on the audit 
of the fee account used to oper¬ 
ate the office. 

The audit found that the sher¬ 
iff’s financial statement presents 
fairly the revenues, expenditures, 
and excess fees of the Clinton 
County Sheriff in conformity 
with the regulatory basis of ac¬ 
counting. 
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As part of the audit process, 
the auditor must comment on 
non-compliance with laws, regu¬ 
lations, contracts and grants. The 
auditor must also comment on 
material weaknesses involving 
the internal control over financial 
operations and reporting. 

The audit contains the follow¬ 
ing comments: 

The Sheriff should account 
for all receipts in the appropriate 
accounts. The Sheriff engaged in 
the practice of transferring funds 
between multiple accounts in or¬ 
der to cover operating expenses 
of his office. Our examination of 
receipts and disbursements indi¬ 
cated the following: 

a) In January 2011, the Sher¬ 
iff transferred $15,000 from the 
Drug Eradication account to the 
2011 fee account to cover operat¬ 
ing expenses of his office. How¬ 
ever, in March 2012, the 2011 
fee account reimbursed the Drug 
Eradication account to correct 
the error. 

b) In July 2011, the Sheriff 
substantially overpaid a ven¬ 
dor’s invoice. The amount of the 
overpayment was credited to the 
Sheriff’s charge account. Rather 
than correcting the issue, the 
Sheriff used this credit balance 
to cover future purchases. As of 
December 31, 2011, the account 
had a credit balance of $1,248, 
which subsequently has been 
utilized for purchases during cal¬ 
endar year 2012. The 2012 fee 
account has not reimbursed the 
2011 fee account to correct this 


error. 

KRS 134.160(5) states, “Oth¬ 
er than for investments and ex¬ 
penditures by this chapter, the 
Sheriff shall not apply or use any 
money received by him for any 
purpose other than that for which 
the money was paid or collect¬ 
ed.” 

We recommended the Sher¬ 
iff refrain from making loans 
to various accounts, and that all 
receipts are deposited to the ap¬ 
propriate accounts. In addition, 
we recommend that all outstand¬ 
ing receivables noted herein are 
transferred to the appropriate ac¬ 
counts. 

Sheriff’s response: None. 

The sheriff should deposit 
receipts intact on a daily basis. 
During the course of the audit, 
we noted that deposits were not 
made in a timely manner. Our 
review indicated a total of 105 
deposits were made into the 2011 
fee account. The auditor found 
that 56 of these deposits did not 
clear the bank within three (3) 
business days. In addition, the 
auditor noted that four (4) of the 
deposits took over twenty busi¬ 
ness days to clear the bank. The 
auditor also noted penalties to¬ 
taling $60 were charged due to 
instances of the account being 
overdrawn. 

The Sheriff lacks controls 
over the deposit process and does 
not provide adequate oversight in 
this area. 

The Department for Local 
Government (DLG) was given 
the authority by KRS 68.210 to 
prescribe a uniform system of 
accounts. The minimum require¬ 
ments for handling public funds 
as stated in the Instructional 


Guide for County Budget Prepa¬ 
ration and State Local Finance 
Officer Policy Manual require 
that deposits be made daily. Ad¬ 
ditionally, the practice of making 
daily deposits reduces the risk of 
misappropriations of cash, which 
is the asset most subject to possi¬ 
ble theft. Also, when deposits are 
not made timely, the risk that the 
bank account can be overdrawn 
is increased. 

This noncompliance has been 
addressed in prior year audits. 
However, the Sheriff has not cor¬ 
rected this issue. We recommend 
the Sheriff immediately imple¬ 
ment controls over the deposit 
process to assure deposits are 
made daily to comply with KRS 
68 . 210 . 

Sheriff’s response: Short- 
handed and we are trying to do 
better. 

The Sheriff’s Office lacks 
adequate segregation of duties. 
A lack of segregation of du¬ 
ties exists over all accounting 
functions. During our review of 
internal controls, we noted the 
Sheriff’s bookkeeper is respon¬ 
sible for opening incoming mail, 
receiving and recording cash, 
preparing of bank deposits, pre¬ 
paring the daily checkout sheets, 
posting to the receipts and dis¬ 
bursement ledgers, and preparing 
financial reports. 

A limited budget places re¬ 
strictions on the number of em¬ 
ployees the Sheriff can hire. 
When faced with a limited num¬ 
ber of staff, strong compensating 
controls should be in place to 
offset the lack of segregation of 
duties. 

Lack of oversight could re¬ 
sult in misappropriation of as¬ 
sets and/or inaccurate financial 
reporting to external agencies 
such as the Department for Local 
Government, which could occur, 
but go undetected. 

Additionally, because of a 
lack of adequate segregation 
of duties exist and because the 
Sheriff did not provide strong 
oversight over the office, the fol¬ 
lowing occurred: 

* All receipts were not ac¬ 
counted for in the appropriate 
year. 

* Receipts were not deposited 
on a timely basis. 

* Penalties were charged for 
overdrawing the 2011 fee ac¬ 
count on multiple occasions. 

* Penalties were charged for 
late payment of invoices. 

A segregation of duties over 
various accounting functions, 
such as opening mail, recording 
cash, preparing bank deposits, 
posting transactions to ledgers, 
and preparing financial reports 
or the implementation of com¬ 
pensating controls, when needed 
because the number of staff is 
limited, is essential for provid¬ 
ing protection from asset mis¬ 
appropriation and/or inaccurate 
financial reporting. Additionally, 
proper segregation of duties pro¬ 
tects employees in the normal 
course of performing their re¬ 
sponsibilities. 

To adequately protect against 
misappropriation of assets and/ 
or inaccurate financial report¬ 
ing, the Sheriff should separate 
the duties involving the opening 


of mail, depositing of cash, post¬ 
ing of transactions to the ledgers, 
and preparing financial reports. 
If, due to a limited number of 
staff, that is not feasible, strong 
oversight over these areas should 
occur and involve an employee 
not currently performing any of 
those functions. Additionally, the 
Sheriff could provide this over¬ 
sight. If the Sheriff does imple¬ 
ment controls, these should be 
noted on appropriate source doc¬ 
umentation. 

Sheriff’s response: Short- 
handed and looking for better 
ways. 

The Sheriff has disallowed 
expenditures in his 2011 fee ac¬ 
count. During the audit, we noted 
the Sheriff had a $274 of disal¬ 
lowed expenditures in the 2011 
fee account. The Sheriff’s office 
was charged $214 for late pay¬ 
ment penalties on invoices and 
$60 in overdrawing the 2010 fee 
account on numerous occasions. 

Items such as late payment 
penalties and bank overdraft fees 
are not necessary expenses of the 
office. In Funk vs. Millkien, 317 
S.W.2d 499 (KY 1958), Ken¬ 
tucky’s highest court reaffirmed 
the rule that county fee officials’ 
expenditures of public funds will 
be allowable only if they are nec¬ 
essary, adequately documented, 
reasonable in amount, beneficial 
to the public, and not personal in 
nature. 

We recommend the Sheriff 
deposit personal funds of $274 to 
cover these disallowed expendi¬ 
tures. 

Sheriff’s response: Will pay it 
back. 

The Sheriff should be earning 
interest on his official accounts. 
The Sheriff does not earn inter¬ 
est on all of his official accounts. 
Funds deposited into the Sher¬ 
iff’s Drug Eradication account 
and Drug Abuse Resistance 
(DARE) account is not earning 
interest income. 

KRS 66.480(4) states, “(s) 
heriffs...may invest and reinvest 
money subject to their control 
and jurisdiction...” Additionally, 
depositing receipts in an interest- 
bearing account would provide 
investment income beneficial to 
the office. 

This noncompliance has been 
addressed in prior year audits. 
However, the Sheriff has not cor¬ 
rected this issue. 

We recommend the Sheriff 
deposit all applicable receipts of 
his office into interest bearing ac¬ 
counts. 

Sheriff’s response: We got it 
now on all accounts. 

The sheriff’s responsibilities 
include collecting property tax¬ 
es, providing law enforcement 
and performing services for the 
county fiscal court and courts 
of justice. The sheriff’s office is 
funded through statutory com¬ 
missions and fees collected in 
conjunction with these duties.

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Sports in Kentucky by Bob Watkins 

Best sports moments in Kentucky? 
Here is one man's dozen 



Magazine headline: The Best 
Sports Moment in the History of 
Your State is ... 

Results came from a question: 
“... which moment each state 
should be most proud of.” Ac¬ 
cording to ESPN, The Magazine, 
June 25, 105,000 responded. Re¬ 
sults from Kentucky. Secretariat 
winning the 1973 Derby in re¬ 
cord-setting time is our proudest 
moment in sports, 31.8 per cent 
said. Runner-up: Muhammad 
Ali’s Thrilla in Manila title win 
over Joe Frazier in 1975, 20.8 per 
cent. 

Clearly, Secretariat and Ali 
loom large in Kentucky’s sports 
pantheon, but best ever? Nada. 

Still, the proudest moments in 
sports premise is useful. Here are 
a dozen of mine. 

12. Blanton Collier, born in 
Millersburg, schooled at Paris, 
coached at Kentucky (1954-62), 
but reached his zenith coaching 
at NFL Cleveland. His Browns 
won 76 of 110 games, 1963-70, 
an NFL championship in 1964. 

11. Perfect season ... almost, 
1953-54 Kentucky won 25 with¬ 
out a loss. Season imperfect by 
a peculiar NCAA ruling. Stars 
Frank Ramsey, Cliff Hagan and 
Lou Tsioropoulos were ineligible 
for tournament play because they 
were in graduate school. 

LaSalle, led by Tom Gola, 
won the 1954 NCAA title. Early 
in regular season, Kentucky de¬ 
feated the Explorers handily, 73- 
60. 

10. Frank Selvy. Corbin na¬ 
tive was first and only Division 
I player to score 100 points in a 
college game. Long before the 
3-point line was a thought, Fur¬ 
man coach Lyles Alley gave 
Selvy the nation’s leading scorer 
a green light. On February 13, 
1954 (‘Frank Selvy Night’), with 
the player’s mother and family 
in the stands, Alley took note it 
was South Carolina’s first ever 
televised college game and made 
way for an American Moment. 

A scorekeeper estimated a 
dozen of Selvy’s 41 field goals 
would have been threes instead 
of twos including a 40-footer at 
the final buzzer in Textile Hall. 
Selvy made 41 of 66 shots, 62 
per cent, and cashed 18 of 22 free 
throws. 

All the way to a 50th anniver¬ 
sary in 2004, ever modest and 
reluctant with fame Frank Selvy, 
has been recognized or honored 
nationally one way or another. 

Anecdote. Selvy’s rise to 
fame is, in its way, a classic kid- 
with-a-dream metaphor depict¬ 
ing our state’s roiling passion for 
its dream game. 

Growing up in Corbin, Selvy 
wanted to play at Kentucky. 


As a senior in 1950 he was a 
150-pound 6-foot center. Adolph 
Rupp, saw UK’s future through 
a lens that featured 7-foot Bill 
Spivey, 6-5 Shelby Linville, 
6-4 Cliff Hagan and 6-3 Frank 
Ramsey. Rupp needed guards. 

By mid-summer, Selvy had 
grown to 6-feet-3 and, despite a 
one-point performance against 
Indiana in the all-star classic, 
was MVP in the East-West all- 
star game. Rupp dispatched as¬ 
sistant Harry Lancaster for an¬ 
other look at Selvy. 

Too late. Lyles Alley had 
woo-ed Selvy to Furman. His 
UK dream in the rearview mir¬ 
ror, the Corbin kid kept to his 
family-taught principles. 

In turn, Lancaster recom¬ 
mended another undersized high 
school center as guard prospect. 
Bill Evans of Berea took the 
scholarship Selvy should have 
gotten. The rest is another Dream 
Game chapter. Both went on to 
illustrious careers. 

By his senior year at Furman, 
Selvy had broken every scoring 
record north and south of the Ma- 
son-Dixon Line, led the nation in 
scoring, 41.7 points a game and 
was a college All-American. He 
played nine NBA seasons. 

Evans became a starter on 
Kentucky teams that won 48 
of 51 games. He was chosen to 
the U.S. team for the Olympic 
Games in Melbourne, Australia 
and brought home a gold medal. 

9. Ashland High and Carr 
Creek. Adolph Rupp is credited 
with making basketball king in 
Kentucky, but two high school 
teams set a standard long before 
Rupp arrived from Kansas. Ash¬ 
land and Carr Creek. In March, 
1928 in Chicago, Ashland and 
Carr Creek were in a field of 40 
teams invited to play for the Na¬ 
tional Interscholastic Basketball 
Tournament title. 

Carr Creek won hearts of fans 
and Ashland won the champi¬ 
onship and USA’s first national 
championship. 

Prophetically, one writer said, 
“The two schools established 
Kentucky in the national con¬ 
sciousness as a basketball pow¬ 
erhouse.” 

8. Bird Brothers. Jerry, Cal¬ 
vin, Billy and Rodger Bird’s im¬ 
pact on football and basketball in 
Kentucky remains unmatched. 
Jerry was a basketball All-Amer¬ 
ican for Adolph Rupp, Calvin led 
Corbin High to a state football 
title in 1955, was all-state then 
starred at Kentucky; Billy was a 
football all-stater and one of the 
state’s finest basketball guards; 
Rodger led Corbin to an unbeat¬ 
en season in 1960, became an 
All-American at Kentucky then 


played for the Oakland Raiders 
in Super Bowl II.

With 
Kentuckian Chandler’s unwav¬ 
ering support, Robinson broke 
baseball’s color line in 1947. 

EPILOGUE. Ashland and 
Carr Creek in 1928 to Happy 
Chandler’s place in Baseball’s 
Hall of Fame in Cooperstown, 
New York today, and time-line 
points between - Kentuckians 
own an exquisite array of proud 
moments in sports, but also a so¬ 
cially profound impact on Amer¬ 
ica too.

Two bids were then opened 
on diesel fuel to be used in am¬ 
bulances, one from Bertram Oil 
and the other from Hunley Gas. 

Following a brief discussion, 
it was recommended that both 
bids be rejected and that the 
court explore purchasing their 
own storage tank and place it at 
the EMS facility. 

A motion to reject both bids 
was made by magistrate Larry 
Hatfield and passed 4-0 with 
magistrate Patty Guinn abstain¬ 
ing. Hatfield also made a motion 
to check on prices of a 1,200 to 
1,500 gallon storage tank the 
county could place at the EMS 
building to house fuel to be used 
in ambulances. 

Magistrates and Judge Huff 
reasoned that with the county 
having its own storage facility, it 
(county) could purchase its own 
fuel at the lowest possible rates 
and save revenue in the long 


haul. 

The court then voted unani¬ 
mously to adopt the 2012-13 
budget presented by the Lake 
Cumberland Area Development 
District. It was noted that the 
AD district in the coming fiscal 
year is facing about a 20 percent 
overall budget cut due to the 
economy. 

Hershell Key, who works with 
the local Lake Cumberland Com¬ 
munity Action Agency, also told 
the court that the LCCAA’s bud¬ 
get for the fiscal year ahead was 
also cut by some 8.4 percent. 

The court then voted to ap¬ 
prove a Homeland Security grant 
for the purchase of five rifles for 
the sheriff’s department. The to¬ 
tal amount of the grant is $4,500, 
which will be reimbursed by the 
Department of Homeland Secu¬ 
rity. The sheriff’s office will be 
responsible for around $2,400 
of the total costs of the weapons, 
which was listed at $4,740.00. 

In relation to the sheriff’s of¬ 
fice, the court also voted to ap¬ 
prove CPA Ed Lanham to once 
again do the sheriff’s office 2012 
tax settlement. 

As requested last month by 
Magistrate Hatfield, department 
heads turned in various reports 


for each department they over¬ 
see. The reports were for the past 
month’s activity. 

The court then voted to allow 
Judge Huff to sign documents 
pertaining to a resolution seeking 
another Homeland Security grant 
which would be used for, among 
other items, more tornado warn¬ 
ing sirens in the county. 

Director of Emergency Ser¬ 
vices Lonnie Scott said the 
deadline for the current round of 
funding for Homeland Security 
grant money is July 13. 

The court then entered into a 
35-minute closed session to dis¬ 
cuss personnel and “possible liti¬ 
gation.” 

Upon returning to open ses¬ 
sion, they voted to hire Floyd 
Thacker and Joshua Inman as 
EMT’s with the ambulance ser¬ 
vice at $9.50 per hour and Stacy 
Summers as Paramedic at $12.50 
per hour. All of the hires will be 
part-time on an as needed basis 
and will replace employees who 
have recently left the local ambu¬ 
lance service. 

The next regular meeting of 
Clinton County Fiscal Court is 
scheduled for July 19 at 5 p.m. 
and is open to the general public.

During the court proceed¬ 
ing last week, the Common¬ 
wealth recommended reducing 
the charge of murder to second 
degree manslaughter, with a 10- 
year sentence to serve. Further, 
the defendant pled guilty to pos¬ 
session of a firearm by a convict¬ 
ed felon and one count of second 
degree persistent felony offender. 
On the latter two charges, a six- 
year sentence to serve would be 
imposed to run consecutive for a 
total of 16 years. 

Also in accordance with the 
plea agreement, charges of wan¬ 
ton endangerment-first degree, 
violation of a DVO and one 
count of second degree persistent 
felony offender would be dis¬ 
missed. 

Clinton Circuit Judge Eddie 
C. Lovelace has scheduled final 
sentencing for Troxel on August 
1 at 9 a.m. 

In an unrelated case involv¬ 
ing a murder indictment, Ira 
Boles Dyer, III, through his 
defense counsel Angie Capps, 
also last Monday, filed a motion 
for change of venue in his trial, 
which is currently scheduled to 
begin October 2 in Clinton Cir¬ 
cuit Court. 

Dyer is charged with mur¬ 
der, as well as three counts of 
wanton endangerment and four 
counts of second degree felony 
offender following an April 17, 
2011 vehicle wreck in which an 
elderly Clinton County woman 
was killed. 

Judge Lovelace scheduled 
a hearing on the motion for a 
change in venue to be held in 
Circuit Court on Thursday, July 
5 at 9 a.m. 


Other news 
from Clinton 
Circuit Court 

Several other cases were also 
on the docket in Clinton Circuit 
Court on June 18. The following 
are cases in which some type of 
resolution was made and/or trial 
dates set. 

* Sentencing was held in the 
case of Commonwealth vs. Wil¬ 
liam Perdue, effectuated on May 
21 . 

Under terms of the plea, the 
defendant pled guilty to posses¬ 
sion of a controlled substance- 
second degree with a one-year 
sentence to serve, with jail time 
to be calculated by the Depart¬ 
ment of Corrections. However, 
the time served would exclude a 
six-month contempt of court sen¬ 
tence. Under terms of the plea, 
charges of possession of drug 
paraphernalia-second offense 
and second degree persistent 
felony offender were dismissed. 

* During a pretrial conference 
in the case of Commonwealth vs. 
Ronnie Wright, a plea agreement 
was reached. 

Under terms of the plea, upon 
a plea of guilty to receiving sto¬ 
len property under $10,000 the 
defendant would receive a five 
year sentence and upon a guilty 
plea to engaging in organized 
crime-criminal syndicate, the de¬ 
fendant would receive a 15-year 
sentence, with him to serve six 
months with the balance probat¬ 
ed for five years with supervision 
or until restitution in the amount 
of $7,000—jointly and severally, 
at a rate of $50 per month. 

Under terms of the plea, 
charges of tampering with physi¬ 
cal evidence and three counts of 
first degree persistent felony of¬ 
fender would be dismissed. 

Final sentencing was sched¬ 
uled for August 1. 

* During a pretrial conference, 
a plea agreement was reached in 
the case of Commonwealth vs. 
Rhonda Wright. 


Upon a plea of guilty to re¬ 
ceiving stolen property under 
$10,000, the defendant would 
receive a sentence of five years, 
serve 30 days home incarceration 
with the balance of the sentence 
pretrial diverted for five years or 
until restitution is paid—jointly 
or severally—in the amount of 
$7,000. Under terms of the plea, 
charges of engaging in organized 
crime-criminal syndicate would 
be dismissed. 

* During a pretrial conference, 
a plea agreement was reached in 
the case of Commonwealth vs. 
Wesley Stewart. 

Upon a plea of guilty to re¬ 
ceiving stolen property under 
$10,000, the defendant would re¬ 
ceive a five-year sentence, serve 
30 days home incarceration with 
the balance pretrial diverted for 
five years or until $7,000 in res¬ 
titution—jointly and severally, is 
paid in full. Charges of engaging 
in organized crime-criminal syn¬ 
dicate and tampering with physi¬ 
cal evidence would be dismissed. 

* During a pretrial conference, 
a plea agreement was reached in 
the case of Commonwealth vs. 
Jimmy Smith. 

Upon a plea of guilty to re¬ 
ceiving stolen property under 
$10,000 the defendant would 
receive a sentence of three years, 
pretrial diverted for five years, 
supervised. 

* During a pretrial conference 
in the case of Commonwealth 
vs. Buddy R. Longwell, a plea 
agreement was reached. 

Upon a plea of guilty to crimi¬ 
nal mischief-first degree, the de¬ 
fendant would receive a five-year 
sentence, probated for five years 
with supervision. He would serve 
60 days on home incarceration 
and pay restitution in the amount 
of $3,165.80. Charges of leaving 
the scene of an accident/failure 
to render assistance would be 
dismissed. 

Final sentencing is scheduled 
for August 1. 

* During motion hour, in the 
case of Commonwealth vs. Me¬ 
lissa Lauderdale, a motion to re¬ 
voke probation was sustained. 


The defendant acknowledged 
that on October 19, 2009, she 
pled guilty to theft by unlawful 
taking over $300 and received a 
five-year sentence, probated for 
five years. Among conditions of 
probation was the defendant re¬ 
main alcohol free and on May 
26, 2011, she admitted to the use 
of benzodiazepine, klonopin and 
Lortab and on May 17, 2012 was 
administered a drug test, which 
was positive for the use of benzo¬ 
diazepine and oxazepam and on 
June 5, tested positive for meth- 
amphetamine. 

The court directed the pro¬ 
bation granted be revoked and 
she will receive credit for time 
served, calculated by the Depart¬ 
ment of Corrections. 

* During a pretrial conference, 
a plea agreement was reached in 
the case of Commonwealth vs. 
Michael Shawn Glidewell. 

Upon a plea of guilty to fla¬ 
grant nonsupport, the defendant 
would receive a four year sen¬ 
tence to serve and charges of 
persistent felony offender second 
degree would be dismissed. 

Final sentencing has been 
scheduled for July 16. 

* During motion hour, the 
court sustained a motion to re¬ 
voke pretrial diversion in the 
case of Commonwealth vs. Car¬ 
rie Burris Brooks. 

The defendant acknowledged 
that on October 19, 2009, she 
entered a guilty plea to theft by 
unlawful taking over $300 and 
received a two-year sentence, 
pretrial diverted for three years. 
Under terms of the agreement, 
she was to remain drug and alco¬ 
hol free. 

The defendant acknowledged 
that on May 7 of this year, a urine 
sample tested positive for the use 
of benzodiazepine and oxazepam 
and on June 5, positive for meth- 
amphetamine. 

The court directed pretrial 
diversion be revoked and sched¬ 
uled final sentencing for July 16. 

* During motion hour, the 
court sustained a motion to re¬ 
voke pretrial diversion in the 
case of Commonwealth vs. Dora 


Beth Baise. 

The defendant acknowledged 
that on September 19, 2011, she 
was sentenced to three years, 
pretrial diverted for three years, 
on a charge of tampering with 
physical evidence. A condition 
of the pretrial diversion, she was 
to enter and complete the Clin¬ 
ton County Drug Court Program.

First time offender ends up on FBI Ten Most Wanted List 

June 30, 1981 

Glen Godwin, a young business owner, is convicted of murder in Riverside County, California, and 
sentenced to 26 years to life in prison. According to his roommate’s testimony, Godwin stomped on, 
chocked, and then stabbed Kim Le Valley, an acquaintance and local drug dealer, 28 times before using 
homemade explosives to blow up his body in the desert near Palm Springs. Godwin, who had no previous 
record, eventually found his way onto the FBI’s Ten Most Wanted List. 

In 1985, while serving his sentence at Soledad Prison, Godwin married Shelly Rose. He was then 
transferred to Folsom Prison, a maximum-security facility, where he escaped through a 300 yard storm 
drain and floated across the American River on a raft to freedom in June 1987. Apparently gaining 
assistance from someone who cut the iron bars on the storm drain from the outside, Godwin was the third 
person to escape from Folsom in 26 years. Lorenz Karlic, who had once shared a cell with Godwin, was 
arrested in Hesperia, California, for aiding Godwin in his escape. 

After two years without any leads on either Glen or Shelly, who was last seen renting a car at the San 
Jose Airport, authorities were notified of a man in a Mexican prison under the name of Stewart Carrea, 
whose fingerprints matched those of Godwin’s. Reportedly, Mexican authorities had arrested Glen on 
drugs and weapons charges six months after his escape. 

While California officials were working to have Godwin extradited back to the United States, he 
murdered a fellow inmate in Puerto Vallarta Prison, an attempt to avoid returning to the high security 
prisons in California. Shortly thereafter, he escaped from the Mexican jail. 

In December 1996, Godwin appeared on the FBI’s Ten Most Wanted List. Shelly Godwin, who, 
unbeknownst to California law enforcement officials, had divorced her husband and remarried in Texas, 
was apprehended in Dallas in 1990 when a story on the Godwin case appeared on television’s America s 
Most Wanted , but Glen Godwin remains at large. Authorities believe he is currently somewhere in Latin 
America involved in the illicit drug trade where he uses aliases such as Dennis Harold McWilliams, 
Nigel Lopez, and Miguel Carrera. He is considered to be armed and extremely dangerous, and an 
obvious flight risk. The FBI is offering a reward of up to $100,000 for information leading to Godwin’s 
capture. 

Glen Godwin is a 53 year old, white male, 6 feet tall, 200 lbs. and has previously been employed as a 
mechanic and construction worker. 

President Garfield is shot 

June 27, 1881 

Only four months into his administration, President James A. Garfield is shot as he walks through a 
railroad waiting room in Washington, D. C. His assailant, Charles J. Guiteau, was a disgruntled and 
perhaps insane office seeker who had unsuccessfully sought an appointment to the U. S. consul in Paris. 
The president was shot in the back and the arm, and Guiteau was arrested. 

Garfield, mortally ill, was treated in Washington and then taken to the seashore at Elberon, New Jersey, 
where he attempted to recuperate with his family. During this time, Vice President Chester A. Arthur 
served as acting president. On September 19, 1881, after 80 days, President Garfield died of blood 
poisoning. The following day, Arthur was inaugurated as the 21st President of the United States. 

Garfield had three funerals: one in Elberon; another in Washington, where his body rested in state in the 
Capitol for three days; and a third in Cleveland, Ohio, where he was buried. Charles Guiteau’s murder 
trial began in November, and in January 1882 he was found guilty and sentenced to death. In June 1882, 
he was hanged at his jail in Washington.

Kentucky Facts and Trivia 

Chevrolet Corvettes are manufactured in Bowling Green, Kentucky. 

On June 28, 1953 the first Corvette was produced in Flint, Michigan beginning the love affair that has 
never ended with American and foreign car enthusiasts. The first model was a convertible designed by 
Harley Earl. Myron Scott is credited with naming the car after the type of small, maneuverable warship 
called corvette. It is the official sports car of the Commonwealth of Kentucky and the National Corvette 
Museum in Bowling Green documents the car’s worldwide history and hosts the annual event. 

Corvette history is divided into generations that are listed as Cl- 1953-1962; C2 - 1963-1967; C3 - 
1968 - 1982; C4 - 1984-1996; C5 - 1997-2004; C6 - 2005 to present. The next generation is expected 
to begin in the fall of 2013 as a 2014 model year. 

Astronaut Alan Shepard, a long time Corvette owner, was invited by then GM Chief Engineer Zora 
Arkus-Duntov to drive pre-production Corvette models. General Motors executives later gave Shepard 
a 1972 model with a Bill Mitchell interior. Jim Rathmann, a Melbourne, Florida Chevrolet dealer 
and winner of the 1960 Indy 500, befriended astronauts Shepard, Gus Grissom, and Gordon Cooper. 
Rathmann convinced GM President Ed Cole to set up a program which supplied each astronaut with a 
pair of new cars each year. Most chose a family car for their wives and a Corvette for themselves. 

The General Motors assembly plant in Bowling Green can boast that since 1981 it is the only plant 
in which Corvettes are constructed. That same plant did build Cadillac XLRs until production ended in 
2009. The National Corvette Museum is a showcase of America’s sports car with more than 75 Corvettes 
on display, including mint classics, one-of-a-kind prototypes, racetrack champions and more.

Independent Auditor's Report 

We have audited the accompanying statement of revenues, expenditures, and excess fees - regulatory basis of the Sheriff of Clinton 
County, Kentucky, for the year ended December 31, 2011. This financial statement is the responsibility of the Sheriff. Our 
responsibility is to express an opinion on this financial statement based on our audit. 

We conducted our audit in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in the United States of America, the standards 
applicable to financial audits contained in Government Auditing Standards issued by the Comptroller General of the United States, 
and the Audit Guide for County Fee Officials issued by the Auditor of Public Accounts, Commonwealth of Kentucky. Those 
standards require that we plan and perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial statement is free of 
material misstatement. An audit includes examining, on a test basis, evidence supporting the amounts and disclosures in the financial 
statement. An audit also includes assessing the accounting principles used and significant estimates made by management, as well as 
evaluating the overall financial statement presentation. We believe that our audit provides a reasonable basis for our opinion. 

As described in Note 1, the Sheriffs office prepares the financial statement on a regulatory basis of accounting that demonstrates 
compliance with the laws of Kentucky, which is a comprehensive basis of accounting other than accounting principles generally 
accepted in the United SlaLes of America. 

In our opinion, the financial statement referred to above presents fairly, in all material respects, the revenues, expenditures, and excess 
fees of the Sheriff for the year ended December 31,2011, in conformity with the regulatory basis of accounting described in Note 1. 

In accordance with Government Auditing Standards , we have also issued our report dated May 9, 2012 on our consideration of the 
Clinton County Sheriffs internal control over financial reporting and on our tests of its compliance with certain provisions of laws, 
regulations, contracts and grant agreements, and other matters. The purpose of that report is to describe the scope of our testing of 
internal control over financial reporting and compliance and the results of that testing, and not to provide an opinion on the internal 
control over financial reporting or on compliance.
